July Humane Thought 
HISTORY 
OF HUMAN'S MOVEMENT. 


By A. E. FREDERICK 
State Humane Officer 


The first step in the enactment of humane 


legislation was taken in 1822 -when a bill pro- 
viding punishment for the ill treatment of 
cattle was introduced into the British parlia- 
ment by Richard Martin, an Irish nobleman, 
later nick-r.amed by King George IV as "Hu- 
manity Martin." 


To Richard Martin belongs the credit for 


the first conviction und'er the la-w for the pro- 
tection of animals, he appearing against 
a 


driver who had beaten a donkey. The misused 
animal was dragged into court to show evi- 
dences of .its master's cruelty, and the driver 
was found guilty. 


Two years later after the passage of the 


law, Martin realized that animals coulo! not 
always be brought into 
court 
as 
evidence 


against cruel masters, and so he interested 
his friends in forming a society for the en- 
forcement of his anti-cruelty act. The So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals 
•was thereupon organized, to which title Queen 
Victoria later consented that the word royal 
might be added. From this society originated 
the American Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to. Animals, founded in New York in 
1866 by Henry Bergh. 


The American society has since spread so 


that today as a result, state and local humane 
societies are found the country over. 


Many of these societies combined forming 


the American Humane association with head-
